And then I am perſuaded, that you will ne-

in by Degrees, in the latter Ages, and over- 
ſpread the Chriſtian Church ; ſo that the pre- 
ſent Church of Rome is very different from 
the ancient Roman Church. e 
8. Examine your Life often, and compare 
your Actions with the Rule of the Divine 
Commandments ; for | hereby you will keey 
your Conſcience ſoft and tender, whi:h is a 
great Preſervative againſt Sin; and clear 
diſcover that you have often done amiſs, and 
that you ſtand in great need of a good and 
merciful God, and an all- ſufficient Saviour, 
to make Atonement for your Sins, and to 
intercede for you: And you will alſo be 
fully convinced of the infinite Love of God 
to the Children of Men, in giving his Son 
to die for them; and of the great Love of 
Chriſt towards us, who gave himſelf for us, 
that he might redeem. us from Sin and Death, 
and put us into a Capacity of obtaining ever- 
laſting Life: And the exceeding Love of 
God, and his Son Jeſus Chriſt, towards us, 
will not fail to incline you, in all your Straits 
and Difficulties, to make your Application 
to them, to deſire of the Father a Supply of 
all your Wants, in the Name of his beloved 
Son; who is a merciful and compaſſionate 
High-Prieft, and 'ever lives to make Inter- 
ceſſion for us. You will then ſee the Im- 
piety and Folly of thoſe, who fly to the In-

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terceſſion of the Angels and Saints, as though 
they had tenderer Bowels of Compaſſion than 
the Son of God; who loved us ſo dearly, as 
to chooſe to be made Man, like one of us, 
and in that Nature to die the painful and 
mameful Death of the Croſs for us. X 
* . Laſtly, Think frequently of the Shortneſs 
and Uncertainty of your Life, and how ſoon 
you may be called out of this World, to give 


an Account of your Actions, and to be re- 


warded according to your Works. Aſſure 
yourſelf that no Abſolution of Prieſts, no 


'Merits of Saints, no Satisfactions, no Indul- 


gences of Popes, will bring you to Heaven 
and Eternal Happineſs, if you live after the 


Fleſh, if you indulge your inordinate De- 
fires, if you perſevere in the Practice of any 


known Sin. Such a Faith in Chriſt as works 
by Love, and induces you to keep the Com- 


mandments of God, is neceſſary to the Re- 


miſſion of your Sins, and your Eternal Hap- 


pineſs. The pure in heart ſhall ſee God: 
And without holineſs no man ſhall ſee the Lord: 


and Feſus Chriſt being made perfect, is be- 


come the author of eternal ſalvation unto all 


them that obey him. Conſider what you have 


here read, and the Lord make you to abound 
in faith, and love, and all good works ; and 


grant that your whole ſpirit, and ſoul, and 


body, may be preſerved blameleſs, unto the 


coming of our Lord Feſus Chriſt. 
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
